Four Chinese brought uy in the 
District Court this: morning’ all 
confessed that they particlpated 
in attempts on the lives of Lytton 
Commission members and. of Mr. 
7. V. Soong, China’s Finance 
Minister. ; 

Tho attempted killing of Mr. 
Soong occurred in 1931, when he 
alighted from a train at Shanghai 
and the assassins opened fire. 
They also threw two bombs, but 
Mr, Soong was unhurt. ° 

The accused declared when Lord 
Lytton and his colleagues arrived 
they traited them but could find 
no opportunity to kill them. 

Questioned, tho four said they 


~—] wore ordered by-thelr-superiors.to 


kill Mr. Soong and the Lytton 
party, but they did not reveal who 
the superiors were.—Reuter Spe- 
cial. :
